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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the gear pump of 
claims 1 and 2 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ginsburg 
(5,837,003). Ginsburg discloses an endovascular heat transfer device, comprising: 
a flexible catheter (20) capable of insertion to a selected vessel in the vascular 
system of a patient; 

a heat transfer element (70) attached to a distal end of said catheter, said heat 
transfer element comprising a plurality of heat transfer segments (75), each said 
heat transfer segment being encompassed by a smooth surface; and 

an inner tube (60) disposed within said heat transfer element, said inner tube 
being adapted to supply heat transfer fluid to the interior of said heat transfer 
element (Figures 6 and 7 and col. 7, lines 13-45 and col. 10, lines 23-31). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ginsburg (5,837,003). 

Ginsburg discloses an endovascular heat transfer device, comprising: 
a working fluid supply, including a pump; 

a flexible catheter (20) capable of insertion to a selected vessel in the vascular 
system of a patient; 

a heat transfer element (balloon # 70) attached to a distal end of said catheter, 
said heat transfer element comprising a plurality of heat transfer segments (75), each 
said heat transfer segment being encompassed by a smooth surface; and 

an inner tube (60) disposed within said heat transfer element, said inner tube 
being connected in fluid flow communication with said pump (Figures 6 and 7 
and col. 7, lines 13-45 and col. 10, lines 23-31). 

But, Ginsburg fails to disclose the pump is either a gear or helical tooth gear 
pump. However, gear pumps for medical applications are well known in the art, 
including a helical tooth gear pump (see for example, Peterson et al., P/N 5,247,434) 
and, therefore, at the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify the device of Ginsburg, with the claimed gear pump type to 
provide circulating fluid through the heart transfer device. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 3 is allowed. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bailey et al. (6,230,501) disclose a gear pump for circulating fluid 
in a medical therapy device.
